of the Jargon of the old Chemiſts is the moſt it difficult 
part to execute of a Medicinal Dictionary. The great- 
eſt Help the Doctor had in the hid of this Part 
of his Work was from Rulandus, who wrote a Che- 
mical Dictionary on purpoſe to explain the old Che- 
mical Terms. But as theſe were explained partly i in 
Latin, partly in High Dutch; the Doctor being ut- 
terly unacquainted with the laſt mentioned Language,, 


thought it very fortunate that he had met with a Ger-
